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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. The recitation that each part of the treatment system measures "no more than 2.30 
m wide by 2.37 m high by 6.08 m long" (claim 14, lines 2-3) is indefinite as to the limitation 
intended, since it is not clear whether this recitation means: (1) that the volume of the treatment 
system is no greater than the product of the three recited dimensions; or (2) that the width of the 
treatment system is no greater than 2.30 meters, and that the height of the treatment system is no 
greater than 2.37 meters, and that the length of the treatment system is no greater than 6.08 
meters. Claims 15 and 16 depend from claim 14, and are therefore also indefinite. 

Claims 1 1-13 are allowed because it is agreed that the references of record do not teach 
or suggest the combination of elements recited in claim 1 1, particularly since it has been 
demonstrated (i.e. via the Miers declaration) that the claimed system can treat water at high 
volume flow rates using smaller vessels, relative to conventional systems, with similar 
performance. 

Claims 14-16 would also be allowed if rewritten or amended to overcome the above 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. 

Applicant should update the status of parent apphcation Serial No. 10/315,773 in the 
"Cross-Reference to Related Applications" section of the specification, in order to indicate that 
this parent application is now abandoned. Also, it is noted that the brief description of the
